Carranza Jubilant 
CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 15.— 
“ I regard the victory of General i 
Francisco Villa’s army at San Pedro 
De Las Colonias as the greatest blow 
for the cause of the people of Mexico 
that has been struck since the rev­ 
olutionary era set in three years ago. 
The triumph of our forces has been 
complete.” 
This was the statement made to­ 
day by General Venustiano Carranza. 
Tampico Affair Up to Huerta 
General Carranza refused to dis­ 
cuss the arrest of American marines 
at Tampico last week or the activity 
of the Atlantic fleet of the American 
navy. 
There is a general feeling among 
Carranza's officers that the Tampi­ 
co affair is wholly a matter between 
Huerta and the United States. 
Two years ago, whenever Ameri­ 
can intervention was mentioned, ev­ 
ery Mexican bristled 
with 
resent­ 
ment. 
Invasion by the United States 
would have resulted in a unifica­ 
tion of all elements to resist the com­ 
mon enemy. 
That feeling seems to 
have passed. 
The constitutionalists say they do 
not believe, should the United States 
find it necessary to go to war with 
Huerta, that the territory now held 
bv the rebels would be invaded, ex­ 
cept by permission to cross it, in or­ 
der to reach territory controlled by 
Huerta. 
Reinforce Vera Cruz 
VERA CRUZ, April 15.— A regi­ 
ment from Mexico City arrived here 
this afternoon to reinforce the fed­ 
eral garrison under General Maas, 
military governor of Vera Cruz.
